guilty of; notwithſtanding bis Long- 
_ ſuffering under this hard and cruel | 


Uſage, he retain'd his Integrity, and 


placed his fole Confidence, for Support 


and Preſervation, in the AuTyor of 
bis Being, who was pleaſed to endow 
5 Son him 
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bim with uncommon Uprightneſs of 
Mind, end Excellency of Wiſdom and 
Underſtanding, which at laſt not only 
procured him Deliverance from his 
long Confinement, but gained him ſuch 
Favour and Efteem in the Sight of 
King Pharaoh, that he made Joſeph 
chief Rukr in Egypt. 


Before I conclude, I muſt inform

Joſeph having attained to the 


ſeventeenth Year of his Age, was, 
with his Brethren Dan and Naph- 
tali, Gad and Aſher (the Sons of 


Jacob by Bilbab and Zilpab] feed- 


ing the Flock; and he told Tales 


of them to his Father, which 


eſtranged their Love from him. His 


Father alſo could not conceal the 


extraordinary Love he bare to 


ſeph, more than to all his other 
Children, both as he was the Son 


of his old Age, and the eldeſt Son 
of his beſt-beloved Rachel; but he 


muſt needs make him a Gne Coat 
of divers Colours, to diſtinguiſh 


him from all his Brethren ; for 
which they hated him and could 
not ſpeak peaceably to him. 


Neither was this all. Toſe 204 h had 


two very ſignificant Dreams, which ö 


he told his Brethren; and that made 


them hate him the more. His firſt | 


Dream 
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Dream was; That his Brethren and 
he binding Sheaves together in the 
Field, his. Sheaf aroſe and ſtood up- 
right ; and their Sheaves round about 
made Obeiſance to his Sheaf. When 
he had told this Dream to his Bre- 
thren, they anſwered with diſdain- 
ful Scorn, Shalf thou indeed reign 
over us? Or, ſhalt thou indeed have 


him the more for this. But he, poor 
Lad, went on and dreamed again; 
That the Sun, and the Moon, and the 
eleven Stars made Obeiſance to him. 
This Dream alſo, in his childiſh 
Simplicity he told, not to his Brethren 
only, but to his Father too. His. 
Father obſerving the Tendency of 
the Dream, and knowing his Bre- 
thren diſeſteem'd him, not only 
rebuked him for it before them; 
but alittle to ridicule it, by applying. 
it to Rachel who was dead: and buri- 
8 as well as to himſelf and them, |

aſked him; Shall J. and thy Mother, 


and thy Brethren, indeed come to how 


down ourſelves to thee to the Earth ? 
As if he had faid, If thou couldſt 
expect that from me, and thy Bre- 
thren; yet muſt thy Mother ariſe 
out of her Grave, and come to bow 
to thee? Not conſidering that tho'.. 
Rachel, his Natural-mother, was 
dead, yet Leah, his Step-mother, 
was ſtill living. But tho' his Father 
Was willing thus to make light of it, 
that it might be the leſs Offence to. 
his Brethren, yet it made an Im- 
preſſion on Faced's Mind.

out of the Vale of Hebron to Shechem, 
and not finding them there, wan- 


dered about, till a certain Man 


finding bim, and, upon Inquiry, 
underſtanding he looked for his 
Brethren, directed him to Dothan, 
whither they were gone, and thither 
he went after them. 


As ſoon as they ſaw him, and 
before he came up to them, having 
let in a deep Reſentment into their 


Minds againſt him, becauſe of his 


Dreams, they conſpired to ſlay him, 


ſay ing one to another, Behold, this 


Maſter-dreamer is coming; as ſoon as 

be comes let us flay him, and caſt bim 
into ſome Pit; and we will ſay, 
Some evil Beaſt hath devoured him ; 


and then we ſhall ſee what will become 
of bis Dreams. 


Reuben hearing this bloody Con- 
rrivance, and wholly diſliking it, 
ſtudied 


ty] 
ſtudied how to prevent it, that he 
might deliver him ſafe to his Father 
again : Wherefore perſuading them 


not to kill him, he adviſed them to 


abſtain from ſhedding Blood : But 
rather, ſaid he, caſt him into this 
Pit, that is in the Wilderneſs, and 
lay no (violent) Hand upon him. 
The reſt, confidering that if he 
periſhed in that Pit, it would as well 
anſwer their End of ridding them- 
ſelves of him, conſented to. Reuben s 
Counſel. ; 


Accordingly, when Tofeph was 
come up to them, they ſeized on 
him, took off his gay Coat, and caſt 
him into the Pit, which at that 
Time was dry and empty. Poor 
Foſeph mean while, extreamly 
frighted with this rough Entertain- 
ment, and bitterly crying out in the 
Anguiſh of his Soul, beſought his

Reaben, Gs him put into the 
Pit, conceived good Hope that he 
ſhould find Means to deliver him 
from thence, and therefore ſeemed 
to concur with them : But he going 
from them on ſome Occaſion, they 
while they were eating their Victu- 
als, eſpied a Company of I/Dmaelites 
coming from Gilead, and going 
down to Egypt, with their Camels 
laden with Spicery and other Mer- 
chandiſe. At Sight of theſe, Fudahb 
faid to the reſt of them, hat jhall 
we get by killing our Brother, any 
concealing his Blood? Come, tet us ſell | 
him to the Iſhmaelites, and let not 
our Hand be upon bim; for be is our 
Brother, and our Fleſh. The reſt, 
e that by this Means they 
ſmhould

ſhould rid their Hands of him, 
ithout ſhedding his Blood, and 
ſhould get ſomething by ſelling him 
too, cloſed with the Propoſition;

his Favour, by preferving his beloved 
Son, and reſtoring him ſafe to him; 


having now loſt the Hope of that 


Advantage, and reaſonably! fearing 
that his Father's Diſpleaſure would 


fall heavieſt on him, both as he was 
highly offended with him already, 
and as he, being the eldeſt, ſhould 
have had moſt Care of the younger, 
was wonderfully troubled for the 


Loſs of Foſeph. 


But the reſt of the Brethren, con- 
triving how to manage the. Matter 
to. their Father, fo as to throw off 
all Suſpicion from themſelves, took 
Joſeph's Coat, and having killed a 


——— a ob um 
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Kid, and dipped the Coat in the 


Blood, they fent it to their Father, 

by ſome that ſhould fay to him, This 
have we found : See, whether it be 
thy Son's Coaf or no? | 


Poor Facob, to his Sorrow, knew 


the Coat, and faid, It is my Sor's 
Car. And being deceived by the 


Blood which was on it, not ſuſpect- 
ing his other Sons could have been 
guilty of ſuch unnatural Cruelty, he 
cried out, An evil Beaſt hath devoured 
bim: Joſeph is, without doubt, rent 
in pieces, Then, through Extremi- 
ty of Grief, renting his Cloaths, he 
4 Sackcloth upon his Loins, and 
ane for his Son many Days. 


It is probable, that when his guilty

HE laſt Account we had of 
Foſeph was, that he was ſold 
to Peotiphar, Captain of the 
Guards to the King of Egypt, who 
ſoon found the Goodneſs of his 


| mier in the Advantage of having 
4 a faith-

a faithful Servant; for the Lord 


was with Joſeph, and made all that 
he had to proſper in his Hand, and 


his Maſter ſaw it; wherefore Fofeph 
grew much in his Favour, who raiſ- 


ed him till higher and higher in his 
Family, till at length he made him 
Overſeer of his Houſe, and put all 
that he had into his Hand; leaving 
his whole Eftate, within Doors and 
without, to his Care and Ordering. 
Nor could he have done better for 
his own Advantage, for the Loxp 
bleſſed the Zgypriax's Family, for 
"Joſeph's Sake; ſo that the-Blefling 
of the Lord was upon all that 
he had, both in the Houſe and in 
the Field. 


Now Joſeph being a comely, 
handſome, perſonable young Man, 
his Maſter's Wife had caſt an ama- 


rous Eye upon him, to have drawn 
him into a wanton Familiarity with

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ber; but finding her Allurements 
did not work upon him, and yet 
that her Defire went forth ſtrongly.

This W KP he hoped | 
——_ have put a Stop to her lewd 
Paſſion, had not ſo good Effect on 
Her ; but ſhe, perſiſting in unlawful 
Deſires, importuned him Day after 
Day to commit Evil with her: And 

when ſhe ſaw that he would not 
hearken to her, to be enticed to lie f 
with her, But ſhunned her Com- 
pany, ſhe watched an Opportunity 
one Time, when he came into the 
Houſe to order Things belonging to 
his Office, and there being none of 
the Men of the Houſe within at 
that Time, ſhe on a ſuddain caught 
hold of him by his Garment, and 
preſſed him then to lie with her. 
He, not knowing how otherwiſe to 
get from her, let fall his Garment 
in her Hand, and ſo a amar, 
he got out of her Reach. 
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When ſhe faw that he had left 
his Garment in her Hand, and had 
run from her, deſpairing thence- 
forward of obtaining her Deſire, and 
being afraid leſt by ſhould diſcover 
her Naughtineſs, ſhe, moved partly 
with revengeful Rage, and partly 
with Policy, to prevent his accuſing 
her, by making the fiſt. Charge 
upon him, called out aloud to the 
Men that were about the Houſe, 
and holding forth Joſeph's Garment 
in her Hand, ſaid to them; See;

honeſt Foſeph, and being inflamed 
with Wrath againſt him, put him 
into the Round-tower, a Place where 


the King's Priſoners were bound ; 


and there lay poor Foſe * in Irons, 


Pſal. cv. 18. 


How hard was now the Caſe of 
this poor young Man; a Stranger 


amongſt Strangers, in a ſtrange Land, 
having no Relation, no Friend, to 
ſtand by him, to plead his Cauſe, 
to intercede for him! But he had 


Innocency, and the Lokxp was with 


him; for he never leaves them 


deſtitute, that fear Hi, and ſuffer 
innocently. And now HE extended 


his Kindneſs to Joſepb in the Priſon, 


and brought him into Favour with 
the Goaler, ſo that the Goaler com- 
mitted all the Priſoners to Joſepb's 
Care, and whatſoever was done in 
the Priſon, was done by his Order 


B and 
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and Direction; for the Goaler looked 

not after any Thing, but left all ta 
him, becauſe he was ſenſible that 
the Logy was with him, and pro- 
ſpered all he took in Hand. Thus 
Foſeph was now Overſeer of the 
Prifon, as he had been before of his 
Maſter Potiphar's Houſe, 


But ftill Joſeph was a Priſoner, 
Wherefore the Lord, in due Time, 
cauſed other Priſoners to be brought 
in, to make Way for Foſeph to be 
brought out; the Manner whereof 

was thus: The chief Butler and 
chief Baker of Pharaoh. King of 
Egypt, had offended their Lord the 
King; for which he, being wroth 
with them, committed them to the 

ſame Priſon in which Jqſeph was; ö 
and the Keeper of the Priſon charging 
Joſeph with them, be, becauſe they 
were Courtiers, waited on them 
Birnſelf. 1 
| In 
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In one and the fame Night, while 
they were in Priſon, each of them 
dreamed a Dream; and when Joſeph 
came to them in the Morning, find- 
ing them both ſad, he aſked them, 
What they ailed, that they looked jo 


forrowfully? They told him, they 
had each of them dreamed a Dream 


that Night, which troubled them ; 
and the rather, becauſe they knew 
not the Meaning of their Dreams, 
having none to interpret them to 
them. For the Egyptians depended 
much upon Soothſayers for inter- 
preting Dreams; and there being no 
Soothſayer in the Priſon, nor they, 


who were cloſe Priſoners, having 


Liberty either to go out to, or ſend 


for a Soothſayer into them, they 


knew not how to come by the Inter- 
pretation of their Dreams, 


Toſeph having taken them off 
from depending on Soothſayets, by 
B 2 referring 
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referring them to Gop, to whom 


} _ Interpretations of Dreams belong, 


deſired them to let him hear their 
Dreams. Whereupon the Butler 


beginning, related his Dream thus: 
In my Dream, behold a 33 ine Was 
Before me, and in the Vine were three 
Branches ; ; and. it was as though it 
budded, and ber Bloſſoms ſhot forth, 
and the Cluſters thereof brought forth 
ripe Grapes. And 1, having Pha- 
raoh's Cup in my Hand, took the 
. and Fe preſſed them into 


the Cup, gave it into Pharaoh's 
Hand. 


TFoſeph having heard the Dream, 
preſently told the Butler, not con- 
jecturally, but poſitively, This is the 
Interpretation of the Dream: The 
three Branches ſignify three Days. 
And within theſe three Days ſhall 
Pharaoh /7: a up ey Head, *

thee among his Servants again, and 
ſhall reſtore thee unto thy Place, and 
thou ſhalt deliver Pharaoh's Cup into 
his Hand, as thou waſt wont to do 
heretofore while thou waſt his Butler. 
But, added he, think on me when it 
ſhall be well with thee, and ſhew 
1 Kindneſs, I pray thee, unto me, in 
1 making Mention of me to Pharaoh, to 
bring me out of this Houſe; for indeed 
T was ftollen away out of the Land of 
_ the Hebrews, and have not done any 
Thing fince I came into Egypt, for 
which tbey ſhould put me into this 
Priſon. | 


When the Baker ſaw that the 
Butler had got a good Interpretation 
of his Dream, he was forward to tell 
his Dream alſo to Fojeph ; and Foſepb 

being as attentive to hear, he thus 
related it: 1 al, ſaid he, was in 
my Dream, and behold, I had three 
white Baſkets on my Head, and in the

Uppermoſt was all manner of baked 
Meats for Pharaoh, and the Birds 
did eat them out of the Baſket upon 
my Head, | 


No ſooner had Jaſeph heard the 
Dream, but he preſently told the 
Baker, This is the Interpretation 
thereof : The three Baſkets ſignify 
three Days; and within theſe three 
Days ſhall Pharaoh lift thee quite out 
of thy Office, and ſhall hang thee on a 
Tree; and the Birds ſhall eat thy 
Fleſb from off thee. Accordingly, 
on the third Day after, it being 
Pharaoh's Birth-day, he made a 
Feaſt unto all his Servants; and then 


did he reſtore the chief Butler to his 
Office again, who thereupon gave 
the Cup into Pharaab's Hand; but 
he hanged the chief Baker: And ſo 
was Joſeph's Interpretation of their 
Dreams fulfilled to each of them.

Well might Joſeph have expected, 
when he heard + The Butler's being 
reſtored to his Office, and to the 
King's Favour, that he would have 
remembred him, and endeavoured 
to get his Releaſe ; but the heedleſs 
Butler forgat him, and two long 


Years more was he obliged to lie in 


Priſon, ere any Way opened to- 
wards his Deliverance.

Pharaoh himſelf has two extraordi- 
nary Dreams, but cannot get them 
explained; whereupon, by the chief 
Butler's Information, Joſeph is ſent 
for out of Priſon, and he not only 
interprets to Pharaoh the Meaning 
of his Dreams, but alſo offers bis 
Advice to the King thereupon - 

Which Interpretation and Counſel 
pleas d Pharaoh ſo well, that he 


appoints Joſeph Zo be the chief

Kine, and fat-fleſhed, which fed in 
a Meadow, And that after them 


ſeven other Kine came up out of the 


River, poor, ill. favoured and lan- 


fleſhed, ſuch as be had never ſeen in 


Egypt; and ſtood by the other Kine 


upon the Brink of the River. And 
that the ill-favoured and lean Kine 


did eat up the ſeven well-favoured and 


fat Kine, and yet ſeemed never the 
fuller. Upon which Pharaoh awoke; 
and then falling aſleep again, he 
dreamed a. ſecond Dream, which 
was, That ſeven Ears of Corn came 
up upon one Stalk, full and good; and 
that ſeven thin withered Ears, and 
blajted with the Eaſt-wind, ſprang up 
after them, and devoured. the ſeven: 


full. Ears. 


Pharaoh hereupon awoke again, 
and his Dream remaining with him, 
brought Trouble upon his Spirit in. 
the Morning: Wherefore he tent 
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and called all the Magicians and 
wiſe Men of Egypt, and told his 


Dreams to them; but none of them 


could interpret them unto him. 


Now at length did the chief 
Butler remember Joſeph: Wherefore 
he acquainted the King, that when 
he and the Baker were in Priſon 
together, each of them in one Night 
dreamed a Dream, which a young 
Man, an Hebrew Servant to the 
Captain of the Guard, did interpret 
to them, * as the Event anſwered. 


Upon . Pharaoh immediately 
ſent tor Foſeph, and they that went 
for him, brought him haſtily out of 
the Dungeon ; but not being in a 
fit Garb to appear before a King, he 
ſhaved himſelf, and put on clean 
Cloaths, and then preſented himſelf 
before Pharaoh. The King pre- 
{ently told him he had dreamed a. 


Dream, 
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Dream, and could not find any one 
that could interpret it; Sur, ſaid he, 
T have heard ſay of thee, that thou 


canſt underſtand a Dream, ſo as to 
give the Interpretation of it. 


 Zojeph modeſtly excuſing himſelf,

only true Interpreter of Dreams, 
would give him an Anſwer of: Peace, 

or to his Satisfaction. 


Pharaoh then relating to him his- 
Dreams in Order, Fo/eph told him, 
His Dreams, though two in Appear- 
ance, were but one in:Subſtance, and

had both but one Sigmfication : For, 
ſaid he, the ſeven good Kine do fignify 
ſeven Years ; and the ſeven good Ears 
do alſo figmfy the ſame ſeven Tears;

ſo there ſhall firſt come ſeven Years | 
of great Plenty throughout all the

'great, that all the Plenty ſhall be 
forgotten in the Land of Egypt, 
and not be known, by reaſon of the 
Famine following: Which ſhall be

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ſo very heavy, that it ſhall conſume 


the Inhabitants of the Land. And 
the doubling of the Dream, he told 
him, was to aſſure him of the Cer- 


tainty and Speedineſs * its coming 
to paſs. 


Having thus given the Interpe- 


tation of the Dream, Toſeph p 
ceeded to offer Advice to Pharao, 


how he might improve the Dream 
to Advantage. Therefore, faid he, 

let Pharaoh now look out a Man 
diſcreet and wiſe, and ſet him over 
the Land of Egypt; and let him ap- 
point Overſeers over the Land, who 
may take up the fifth Part of the

Years that come, and lay up Corn 
in Pharaob's Store- bouſets ; and let

Both the Interpretation of the

of God is? Turning his Speech to 
Fofeph, ſaid, Foraſmuch as Gop hath 
ſhewed thee all this, there is none þ 
diſcreet and wiſe as thou art: Thou 
therefore ſhall be the Man. Thou 
ſhalt be over my Houſe, and all my 
People ſhall be under ſubjeftion to 
thee :: Only in the Throne will 1 be 
greater than thou.

npon . another's Land, but leaving

And having per- 
formed their Father's Command, 
they all returned into Egypt.

TH LE Jacob lived, Yoſe 550 
Brethren thought themſelves 
ſafe, having him their Ad- 

vocate; but now that their Father 

was gone, their Guilt renewed their 
Fear. And as they knew they had 
given Joſeph Cauſe enough; ſo, 
judging of him by themſelves, they 
concluded he would certainly now re- 
quite them all the Evil they bad done 


unto 
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unto him. Wherefore, to deprecate 


their Offence, and procure Favour, 
they conſulted together, and having 
framed a Meſſage in their Father's 
Name, whoſe Memory they well

But when they, having by this ſoft- 
ening Meſſage prepared him, came 
themſelves, and falling down before 
his Face, ſaid, Behold, we are thy 
Servants : He bid them not fear.
